Recommendation 3 2a; page 7: 

DD/P should accept concept that this Is desirable but not always attainable. 


Recommendations *63, b end c; page 179: 

1. Attention is invited to refereneo (b). 

2. The key to the problem te found in paragraph 3 of the DD/b memo: 

’ It Is imperative chat the methods and techniques developed by 
the Airborne Section be designed for the materiel which Logistics has 
to deliver. " 

It is perhaps significant that the quoted sentence does not add: "and vice 
versa. ” This 'vice versa" is equally as important as the original sentence. 
Thus, unless the administration of the activity accepts the obligation of the 
"vice versa, " and prepares itself to carry it out to the maximum feasible 
exreut, the users have no recourse but to insist upon their own management 
of the activity.

1. This memorandum contains recommendations fox your approval. Such rec- 
ommendations are contained in paragraph 7. 

2. 1 have carefully reviewed with the Director of Logistics the recommendations 
in the Inspector General's report of his survey of that Office. These recommendations 
have been coordinated with the other deputies as appropriate. Attached Is a position 
summary resulting from this review and coordination. 

3. 1 want to comxnend the Inspector General for his excellent survey of ths Office 
of Logistics. This is toy tar ths most comprehensive and constructive report ever writ- 
ten on that Office. The inspector General's report contains a total of 143 recommends- 
Items (counting multiple parts separately), fugitive action has been, is being, or will 
be takes m 123 of these recommendations . Such action is bound to improve not only 
the operation of the Office of Logistics, but total Agency effectiveness. 

4. I have nonconcurred in twenty-one recommendations. Three of these noncon- 
currences are subject to later reconsideration. Four are based in a policy question 
discussed in paragraph 5 below. Tim Deputy Director (Plans) and 1 pan company 
(DD/P noncoacurrlog) tm four other recommendations (Recommendation Nos. 2. a, S3, 
63. b, and 63. c). Our split on three of these is based in a policy question discussed la 
paragraph 6 of this memorandum . 

5. I differ with the position of the Inspector General, as reflected in Recommen- 
dation Nos. 46, §3, 57. a, and 57. b and ths surrounding test in his report, on the con- 
version to employee status of aon-Agency personnel performing regular service for the 
Agency. I agree with the Inspector General in principle, out 1 disagree on the basis that 
wo should net consider positive action tm these specific recommendations unless we are 
willing to extend oar consideration to other comparable situations throughout tits Agency. 
1 believe that there is no point in undertaking such consideration unless we are willing 
to raise the Agency ceiling by several hundred. My none occurrence » stated in response 
to Recommendation No. 46, is based tm the assumptions that: (1) you would be unwill- 
ing to entertain any significant increase in the Agency ceiling for the conversion of 
such son- Agency personnel to employee status in view erf continuing pressures from 

the fdresu of the Budget and the Congress/ and (2) so long as this situation exists anti 
we have to augment our forces with non-Agency personnel to get oar work done, this 
augmentation should be in the kinds of work least directly related to the Agency mission.
